I but to the whole civilized world. 
I 
trust common sense will prevail. 
“Whatever our views are we cannot 
countenance separation. 
We can no 
more countenance the tearing up of 
the United Kingdom than America 
could countenance the tearing up of 
the United States. 
Severance would 
lead in Ireland itself to civil war. 
“If Southern Ireland is not satis­ 
fied with freedom, then I fear all hope 
I of accommodation must be abandon- 
i ed. 
We only want to do what is 
j fair, right and just. 
If Ireland has a 
j right to separation, so has Scotland 
j and so has Wales, but no Welsh or 
I Scotch patriot would ever dream of 
demanding separation. 
Voices Appeal To Irish People 
“ I believe that when the Irish peo­ 
ple realize the sense of the freedom 
which is theirs, when that real free- j 
dom is offered them, and that all 
they are asked to do is to come into 
the proudest community of free na­ 
tions in the world as free men, I 
believe you will find that gifted peo­ 
ple will realize that their destiny is 
g r e a t s —a free people inside a free 
federation of peoples.”
